He is now 
head of the recently organized Adult Cen­ 
ter for Social Studies in San Francisco. 
As those w’ho have followed his signifi­ 
cant career know% Dr. Meikeljohn direct­ 
ed Experimental College at the University 
of Wisconsin 
from 
its 
organization in 
1926. 
Prior to that, he w’as president of 
Amherst College for 12 years and, before 
that, for 15 years an inspiring teacher of 
philosophy at Browm University. 
It is no a ccident that educational pio­ 
neering has stood out w’herever Dr. Meik­ 
eljohn has been. While head of Amherst, 
Calvin Coolidg e’s alma mater, he so radi­ 
cally resha ped the curriculum of that old 
New’ Engla nd institution with a view to 
stimulating independent student thinking 
that reactionary 
alumni 
and 
trustees 
forced him to resign the presidency in 
1923. 
Invited to the University of Wis­ 
consin by its liberal president, Dr. Glenn 
Frank, he soon had the attention of the 
educational world on an educational plan 
under which a small group of students 
and faculty members worked tog ether in 
close association. 
This cha lleng ing ex­ 
periment operated in a ccorda nce with the 
Pla tonic belief tha t true education comes 
through

rather than formal instruction, and w’as 
follow’ed by the applica tion of the student 
body disintegration idea at Harvard and 
Yale.

In considering the failure, tt must 
be a dmitted 4hat when one of them 
is reported as a suicide and six had 
to be comm itteed to institutions for 
the care of menta l disea se, it is no 
exa g g era tion to say tha t the results 
were bad. 
Certain other ca ses are descrlb 
ed thus: One young man spent 18 
months 
under

and still 
has the sa m e symptoms he had to 
begin W’ith. One a lcoholic addict wa s 
under trea tment and continues to be 
an a lcoholic addict. Three middle 
a g ed men could not be handled at 
all. and still ha ve the sa me sym p­
